Martin Luther King Jr. of Atlanta,

"I mean exactly that."

figures showing a summer slump 
in business sales and construction 
activity were announced today by 
the Commerce Department. 


One report revealed a billion- 


dollar decline in sales of manu- 
facturers, wholesalers and retail- 
ers between May and June. Sales 
m June tofafe'd $67.4 billion'. 


A second report gave a prelim- 


inary estimate that the annual 
rate of construction activity de- 
clined from $62.5 billion in June 
to $61.7 billion in July. There was 
a slight increase in private build- 
ing but this was more than offset 
by a drop in public projects. 


The June sales slump embraced 


all categories of business with re- 
tail trade off nearly 2 per cent. 
After adjustment for normal sea- 
sonal fluctuations, deliveries by 
retailers were down $300 million 
from May to $20.2 billion.

clined by $500 to $34.1 billion and 
deliveries 
by wholesalers 
were 


down $200 million to $13.2 billion. 


Manufacturing and trade inven- 


tories increased by $300 million 
between May and June. The total 
at the end of June was $97.7 bil- 
lion. Manufacturers, wholesalers 
and retailers recorded increases 
of $100 million each.

People who travel in and out1 of 
!uba report that widespread dis- 
ontent with the economic chaos 
has cost Fidel Castro the support 
of anywhere up to 80 per cent of 
the Cuban peopl'e. 


These same sources say Castro 


could win many of these people 
back to his side—that is, to Fidel 
as apart from the idea of com- 
munism—if he could succeed with- 
in a reasonable time in feeding 
them adequately. 


Even if he does not succeed, the 


informants say, the Red leader- 
ship will become more and more 
entrenched as time goes by. The 
reason is the regime's army is 
well-fed, well-armed and heavily 
disciplined. The Communist bloc 
has seen to it that the armed 
forces, the guarantee of power in 
any dictatorship, do not want for 
weapons.

There is no actual starvation in 


Cuba. There is hunger. At one time 
01' another, almost everybody! out- 
side (ho privileged ones in the 
government, the ruling bureaucra- 
cy and the armed forces, feels 
pangs of emptiness in his belly.

that Dr. Frances Kelsey of the 
Fooct and

found information on the effects 
of the drug in a letter to the editor 
of one of the world's 4,000 medical 
journals. 


Dr, Kelsey was called as a wit- 


net-s in (ho hearings, which Hum- 
phrey said arc directed at coor-

Humphrey said his subcommit- 


tee would not go over the ground 
already covered by Sen.
